1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
does not teach a platform with a sample application means upstream from a dry porous 
membrane and in fluid communication with the membrane through a platform flow 
channel, wherein the platform flow channel is configured to promote increased capillary 
force and uniform flow of a sample through capillary action. 

2. Naka (US 6,001 ,307) teaches a platform flow channel upstream from a reagent 
film, but fail to teach a dry porous membrane and a sample flowing through the platform 
channel by capillary action. Naka instead teaches a pressurized transport of fluids. 

3. Hodges ((US 6,612,1 1 1 ) teaches a platform flow channel upstream from a dry 
porous membrane, but fail to teach the platform flow channel capable of moving fluid by 
capillary action and instead teach a syringe to transport fluids into the platform flow 
channel. 

4. Zimmer et al. (US 7,238,534, published English equivalent of W099/29428) 
teach a platform flow channel that transports a sample by capillary action, but does not 
teach the platform flow channel being upstream from a dry porous membrane.
